that the Bourd of Public Work* adopted un 
erroneous, ami iu its results a vicious method 
of letting contracts for this work, namely: 
without competition open to the public; and 
Hut Hie methods adopted by the Board re­ 
sulted in the payment of an increased price 
over and above what would have been paid if 
open, fair and free competition iu d been in­ 
vited. 
This system made easy another rep­ 
rehensible feature of 
this 
business, viz : 
awarding contracts to persons who were not 
expected to perform them, but wiio were there­ 
by enabled to sell them for a consideration to 
others to execute. 
The committee condemn 
the loose manner of doing business, saying 
that notwithstanding the most extensive ope­ 
rations were being carried on aud expendi­ 
tures made by the million there were no stated 
times for Board meetings, and but compara­ 
tively few Board meeting* were in fact beld; 
but entries were nude on the records pur­ 
porting lo contain the proceeding* of Bio 
Board, which were’ in fact made up by tho 
Secretary' from letters and paper* that came 
to the office and from direction* made by the 
Vice-President.

A C e n s o r io u s R e p o r t . 


Washington, June 16.— The select com­ 
mittee to inquire into the affairs of the District 
of Columbia have made their report. 
It 
makes thirty printed pages. 
They review the 
couduct of the District government generally, 
and say that, taking into consideration the 
expense involved in a comprehensive plan of 
improvements, the committee are of opinion 
that the Board of Public Works adopted an 
erroneous, and iu its results a vicious method 
of letting contracts for this work, namely: 
without competition open to the public; and 
that the methods adopted by the Board re­ 
sulted in the payment of an increased price 
over and above what would have been paid if 
open, fair and free competition had been in­ 
vited. 
This system made easy another rep­ 
rehensible feature of 
this 
business, viz : 
awarding contracts to persons who were not 
expected lo perform them, but who were there­ 
by enabled to sell them for a consideration to 
others to execute. 
The committee condemn 
the loose manner of doing business, saying 
that notwithstanding the most extensive ope­ 
rations were being carried on aud expendi­ 
tures made by the million there were no stated 
times for Board meetings, aud but compara­ 
tively few Board meetings were in fact held; 
but entries were made on the records pur­ 
porting to contain the proceedings of tho 
Board, which were in fact made up by Die 
Secretary from letters and papers that came 
to the office and from directions made by the 
Vice-President. 
Some of those entries were 
made of business transacted by the Vice- 
President at his private office and after­ 
wards placed on Die records as having 
been 
business transacted by the Board. 
The Board,during the three years it lias been in 
existence, has done nothing iu Die way of 
verifying the accounts of these two officers. 
This is negligence not to be excused in those 
iu whom such importuut trusts were confided. 
The committee say from the best information 
attainable the debt of the District in excess of 
the $10,000,000 limitation fixed by act of Con­ 
gress, amounts in the aggregate to $3,717,- 
853. 
This is an absolute debt after exhaust­ 
ing every available resource near or remote 
for its payment, unless a new lax for the pur­ 
pose should be levied; but this is not the 
whole floating or unfunded liability resting 
upon the people of this District. 
The tita] 
obligations for which the Board of Public 
Works and the District are liable may be 
stated at $7,683,756; total burden, all things 
considered, $20,910,008. 
The eommittee are 
unable to see but one way in which the Board 
could have expected lo pay this large debt, 
and that is by receiving aid from Congress, as 
it must have occurred to them that Die re­ 
sources of the Diilrict could not be taxed suf­ 
ficiently to pay them, as was shown by one of 
the counsel for the District government.

St. P a u l, Min n ., June 16.—A telegram re­ 
ceived at General Terry’s headquarters to-day 
from General Gustar at Fort Lincoln statiug 
that a small party of Sioux appeared on the 
river bank opposite Fort Bertbold agency the 
morning before at 7 o’clock and commenced 
firing into the village. 
Indians from the 
agency at ’once crossed the river and were 
met by about 400 Sioux. 
A short fight en­ 
sued in which five Rees and one Grosventie 
were killed and one Mandam mortally wound­ 
ed. 
This is doubtless the party who have 
been threatening for some time the Berthold 
agency. 
Tito Indians at Fort Lincoln and a 
party of Arickarees and Mandams, who have 
just returned from the Indian Territory, are 
wild with excitement. 
The Indian scouts can 
scarcely wait for General Custar’i movements, 
they are so eager for blood, scalps and 
revenge; but they will not have long to wait, 
as Guslar’s cavalry expedition is nearly ready 
to leave Fort Lincoln, final preparations hav­ 
ing been completed by officers of the Seventh 
Cavalry now in this city. 
Gen. Custar ex­ 
pected to move next Sunday, but may start 
earlier in consequence of this news.

U N IT E D S T A T E S CONGRESS 


S E N A T E . 


W a s h in g t o n , June 16. 
The Senate then took up the post office 
appropriation bill. 
It was explained by West, 
who said the amount appropriated last year 
was $34,419,000, and lliis year the amount 
was $36,341,000, an increase of $1,922,000 
Tins increase was due to the extension of the 
service throughout the country. 
Whilo the 
increase of the service had been between 7 
aud 8 per cent, the increase in expenses had 
been but 5} per cent, so Die bill was in the 
line of economy. 
The bill was then read 
through and tlie amendments recommended 
by the Committee ou Appropriations agreed 
to, with the exception of tbe first one requir­ 
ing that postage shall hereafter be prepaid on 
all mailable matter at the time of mailing, and 
all act* inconsistent herewith are hereby re­ 
pealed. 
Tlis amendments agreed to were as 
follows: 
Limiting tbe free delivery system lo 
cities of a population exceeding 30,000 per­ 
son's, and striking out the clause inserted by 
the House providing that monthly and annual 
reports of the Department of Agriculture shall 
pass free through the mails. 
Mr. ALLISON of Iowa, from the joint select 
committee to investigate the management of 
the government of the District of Columbia, 
made a report which he said was unanimous. 
He also reported a bill for tbe government of 
the District of Columbia as a substitute for 
the one reported a few days ago. 
Placed on 
the calendar. 
Mr. SHERMAN moved an amendment to 
Die post office appropriation hill that all 
newspaper and periodical publications mailed 
from the known office of publication or news 
agency addressed to 
regular subscribers 
or news ageuts shall be charged at the fol­ 
lowing rates: On newspapers aud periodical 
publications four cents for each pound or 
fraction thereof, provided that the rate of post­ 
age on newspapers or periodicals not exceed­ 
ing two ounces in weight, and circulars,when 
tlie same ars deposited in the letter carrier 
office for delivery by the office or its carriers, 
shall be uniform at 
one ceut each, but 
periodicals weighing more than two ounces 
shall be subject to a postago of two cents 
each, and these rales shall be prepaid by a 
stamp; the newspapers shall go free through 
the mails to actual subscribers in the county 
where published, but shall not bo delivered at 
letter carrier offices or distributed bv carriers 
unless postage be paid thereon; mini matter 
of the third class shall be charged at tho rate 
of one cent for each two ounces. 
The amend­ 
ment also authorizes the Postmaster Genoral 
to require of publishers or news agents an af­ 
fidavit that they will not send through the niaib 
matter except to regular subscribers without 
prepayment of postage, and any refusal to 
make sueh affidavit shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding $1 ,000 for each refusal. It 
also divides Postmasters into four classes, 
whose salaries shall be adjusted by tlie Post­ 
master General, with the exception of the 
Postmaster at New York city, whose salary is 
fixed at $6,000 per annum. 
Mr. RAMSEY moved to amend the amend­ 
ment by adding provisions of the House bill 
to prevent and punish straw bids. Agreed to. 
Mr. CONKLING moved to amend so as to 
fix the salary of the Postm aster at New York 
city at $8,000 per annum. 
Agreed to. 


Tbe amendment a3 amended was then 
agreed to. 
Mr. SHERMAN offered an amendment, fur 
which Mr. Frelinghuysen offered a substitute, 
to dispense with the requirement for prepay­ 
ment of postage on public documents author­ 
ized to be issued to Members of Congress, the 
President of the United States or beads of de­ 
partments, and providing that postage on 
such documents shall not exceed twenty-five 
cents, to be paid by the person receiving Die 
same. 
After some discussion Sherman accepted 
the substitute. 
The Senate at 5:30 went into executive ses­ 
sion and after a short time adjoüfned. 
HOUSE. 
A hill was passed extending until July 4th, 
1S75, the time in which claims may bo filed 
before the Southern Claims Commission, and 
providing for two additional Commissioners. 
Mr. WILSON of Indiana, from the Joint In­ 
vestigation Committee on the District of Co­ 
lumbia, made a report, which was ordered 
printed. 
He also reported a bill for govern­ 
ment of tho District of Columbia, anti gave 
notice that lie would call it up for action at 2 
o'clock to morrow. 
The SPEAKER announced the appointment 
of Butler of Massachusetts, Frye of Maine and 
Potter of New York as a Conference Commit­ 
tee on tbe Geneva award bill. 
Mr. TREMAIN of New York, from Die Con­ 
ference Committee on the Bankruptcy Bill, 
made a report and proceeded lo explain it. 
After discussion of a colloquial character 
the report was agreed lo. 
As it was agreed 
to yesterday in Die Senate Die tiili amending 
the bankruptcy law now goes to Die Presi­ 
dent for bis approval. 
The House at 5 o’clock took a recess till 7:3(>. 


EVENING SESSION. 
Pension hills to the number of 115 wen' re­ 
ported and passed. 
Mr. RUSK, from the Committee on Invalid 
Pensions,reported^ hill providing that all pen­ 
sions on account of death wounds receive I or 
disease contracted in the service of the United 
States since the 4th of March, 1861, which 
have been granted or may hereafter be grant­ 
ed on an application filed previous to the 1st 
of January, 1875, shall commence frem dan* 
of death or discharge, and that arrears of such 
pensions shall be paid. 
Members at once began filibustering against 
Die bill, and it was declared it would take 
$10,000,000 from the Treasury. 
Finally Rusk 
withdrew the bill and gave notice that he 
would to-morrow move to suspend the rules 
and pass it. 
Adjourned.
